:  is  to  be  obfervcd,  that  the  Scripture 
lakes  mention  of  three  Judaffes  ;  the 
rst  is  Judas  Maccabeus  ;  the  second  Ju* 
as  the  son  of  Joseph,  the  reputed  father 
F  our  Lord ;  and  the  third  Judas  Isca- 
ol,  the  son  of  a  tanner,  litlng  in  repute 
:  Joppa,  a  sea  port  town  near  Jerusalem, 
'his  Judas,  who  betrayed  our  Lord,  was 
i§  mother's  firft  chihl,  who  dreamed  that 
le  chUd  in  her  womb  would  prove  both 
thief  and  a  murderer,  and  bring  her 
111  her  generation  to  shame  and  dif- 
rice  ;  which  so  terrified  her,  that  she 
a$  like  to  go  diftracted  ;   but  her  hus- 
md  .ftrove  to  pacify  her,  bidding  her 
aye  it  to  God,  the  wife  difpofer  of  all 
linifs^  who  might  take  it  away  in  its  in- 


fiRcj,  w  «ad«c  It  with  mwc  grace  th( 
tvtr  to  be  guilty  of  fuxb  difhonourih 
actions.  This  fomcwhat  quieted  he 
znd  flie  was  foon  after  delivered  of 
lovely  male  child  ;  but  under  his  Ic 
breaft  was  the  following  fu-^prifing  mark 
Tiz.  a  crofs,  a  gallcws,  tv*o  daggers,  ar 
feveral  pieces  of  money  ;  this  likewi 
terrified  his  mother,  who  concealed 
from  her  husband,  determining,  as  soc 
zs  she  was  able,  to  go  to  a  magician,  ar 
know  the  fignification  of  these  furpri 
ing  marks.  The  child  being  circunic; 
ed,  and  (he  purified,  according  to  the  o 
Tewifli  cuftom,  {he  dressed  herfelf  in 
difguife,  put  a  veil  on  her  face,  and  ta; 
ing  with  her  a  kinfwoman,  went  to  tl 
magician's,  and  being  introduced  to  hifl! 
(he  related  her  dream,  her  fears,  and  tf 
marks  upon  her  fon,  desiring  the  inte 
pretation  of  the  dream,  and  the  fignific! 
tion  of  the  mark?. 

The  magickm  replied,  I  am  no  inte 
pretcr  of  dreams,  neither  do  I  juft] 
know  the  fi£nlfication  of  marks ;  andil 
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^o\c  of  your  fiory  appears  as  Rrang^^ 
^iTie,  as  it  can  be  amrizing  to  you  ;  biit 
tyou  can  tell  me  when  the  child  v/as 
brn,  I  -will  calcuiate  its  nativity  ;  and 
,  what  it  portends.  He  then,  called 
3r  pen,  ink,  and  paptsr,  and  sitting  down 
aifulated  its  naiivi^y  ;  and  v/hea  he  had 
niilied  it,  he  fhook  hh  head,  and  his 
ountenance  waxed  pale;  which  being

Mnant  at  your  soa's  birth,  that  he  would 
rove  a  thief,  and  a  raurdererj  and  what 
5  worfe,  he  wiiL  for  lucre,  betray  the 
/ord  of  "Life;  for  which  act  he  will  af- 
erwaids  despair  of  mercy,  lay  violent 
i^ncu  on  himself,  end  come  to  a  flianie- 
u!  end.  Thefe  words  pierced  the  mo- 
her'j*  heart,  who,  wringing  her  hands, 
vifhcd  {he  had  never  been  born,  rather 
Kam  to  have  bttn  the  mother  of  Ixizh  aa

lenif  he  afterwards  commits  those  base 
•tionSjthe  shame  will  fall  on  its  own 
bad,  as  no  one  will  know  from  w^hom 
5  is  defcended.  The  magician  highly 
nnmended  her  f  )r  her  invention,  and 
id  he  wou'd  procure  such  a  boat  for

afd  for  hi^  assistance,  returned  home, 
fter  (he  was  gone,  the  magician  sent

id  sent  a  servant  to  the  houfe  of  Simon, 
ho  told  Judas's  mother,  That  the  mat- 
r  which  his  mafler  and  she  spoke  of 
IS  now  finiflied.  She  underftanding 
in,  went  the  next  morning  to  the  ma- 
bian's  house,  viewed  the  boat,  and  liked 
H^^cll,  saying  it  was  very  convetiient  for

testify  and  confirm.  She  accordingly 
lit  this  fcheme  into  practice  at  nighr, 
hen  her  husband  did  all  he  could  to 
)mfort  her,  teUing  her  that  as  they  were 
Dung,  they  might  be  parents  of  many 
lildren  ;  and  gt^ing  up  ftairs  to  fee  the 
lild,  the  maid  then  pinched  its  neck  till 

w^as  black  in  the  face,  and  thinking  it

The  magician  ihen  took  the  boa^ 
at^d  carried  ir  down  to  hh  own  garden 
ai  the  foot  o{  which  ran  the  rivtr  jordar 
and  puniug  it  in  where  a  strong  stitat 
n^n,  if  was  soon  carried  i  ur  of  w'uhr 

The  mother  when  she  got  home  faint 
ed  away,  but  was  revived  by  being  in 
formed  by  htr  maiJ-fcrv^nt,  that  during 
her  absence  they  had  abno^*^  brought  th 
matter  to  a  clofe,  hcTing  found  a  neigl 
bour's*  male  child  who  had  died  ihe 
before,  and  was  just  of  the  fiime  age  sl 
Judas,  for  whose  body  thiy  had  givei 
the  parents  a  snial!  sum  ot  money, 
paid  the  expenses  of  burying  a  coffin  fwJI 
of  bones,  by  way  of  a  blind  }  and  tki 
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inly  thing  that  remained  was  to  deceive 

ler  husband,  and  get  this  child  burie^ 
mder  the  fanction  of  Judas's  body. 

The  father  coming  home  at  night,  and 
inding  his  wife  in  tears,  ftfon  guefsed  at 
[le  dismal  cause  ;  and  inquiring  of  the 
ervants,  they  with  difsembied  grief  in- 
armed him.  That  the  child  died  in  the 
lorning  foon  after  his  departure.  The 
lan  was  much  affected  with  the  loss  of 
is  child,  and  thinking  to  prevent  hi  J 
ife's  grief  by  the  sight  of  the  body,  he 
ad  it  removed  to  a  kinsman's  house, 
id  in  a  day  or  two  interred  it  from 
lence,  fupposing  it  to  be  his  son  Judas* 

By  this  time  Providence  had  conduct- 
i  Judas,  alive  and  well,  upon  the  coast 
:  Iscariot,  a  kingdom  in  Palestine, 
here  Phcophilus,  the  King  often  used 
•  recreate  himself,  in  beholding  the 
lips  pass  and  repass  at  sea.  It  hap- 
med  that  the  very  day  that  Judas  was 
i§^t  on  the  coast,  the  King  and  his  no* 
cs  came  on  that  diversion ;  and  as  they 
tj-e  ftAadii^  <m  the  top  of  the  tocfc^ 
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^t&eiking  mto  the  Tea,  ttie  King  c«plcd?< 
little  boat  floating  upon  the  water,  an 
thinkit^g  it  to  be  a  chest  of  forne  wrccl 
c  !  ship,  he  ordered  a  fervant  to  put  oi 
a  boat  and  fetch  it  ;  which  being  don( 
and  brought  to  ^he  King,  he  ordered 
to  be  broke  open;  when  to  their  gre: 
surprise,  they  found  a  lovely  babe,  wh 
looked  up,  and  smiled  in  the  King^ 
face:  'I hen  s-^id  the  King  to  the  child 
WELCOME  AS  MY  OWN  CHILO 
and  exprefsed  much  joy  in  being  provi 
dentially  sent  to  preserve  the  babe's  life 
and  raking  it  up  his  arms,  said,  1 
thou  wen  a  child  begat  by  me,  I  cout 
not  esteem  or'^value  thee  more.  The) 
he  espied  about  its  neck  the  aforemen 
tioned  parchment,  viz.  ' 

My  Name  is  JUDAS.  | 

Well,  faid  the  King,  as  thy  name  is  Ju 
das,  I  will  now  double  name  thee,  anc 
then  called  himi  Judas  Iscariot,  becausij 
he  fbund|  him  near,  the  ^  coast^^ot  thai 
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i^:vt«d  th«  klag's  owa  chLd^  and  at  a 
jropcr  age  educated  well,  and  at  last  be- 
amc  a  man  of  learning  and  parts,  and 
tehavcd  himself  so  wisely,  that  the  king 
lade  him  his  principal  steward* 

Judas  being  arrived  at  this  rank,  stili 
Qvetcd  greater,  and  remembering  the 
ueen  cne  day  faid.  That  if  the  prince 
er  fon  died,  Judas  should  be  her  heir, 
e  therefore  set  about  contnving  to  kill 
im,  accordingly  professed  great  love  and 
icndship  for  him  ;  and  one  day  being 
'aiking  together,  Judag  took  occasion 
i  quarrei  with  the  prince,  and  malicious- 
slew  him,  thinking  ail  would  go  well 
ith  him  if  he  was  dead. 

ehold  the  Serpent,  which  the  kii^ 
Long  nourished  to  his  bre^r.r^ 
rown  warm,  strikes  forth  his  baneful 
sting. 

And  robb'd  hiiu  of  his  rest. 
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Though  none  accused  him  of  the  muf 
der,  yet  his  own  conscience  so  stung  hitu 
that  he  soon  quitted  the  kingdom,  leav 
ing  all  his  pomp  and  finery  behind  him 
and  changing  his  name,  took  upon  liin 
the  mean  employ  of  a  servant,  wander 
ing  about  from  place  to  place,  until  a 
length  he  arrived  , at  Joppa,  the  place  o 
his  nativity  ;  here  he  soon  got  a  place  ii 
a  nobleman^s  family,  where  he  behavec 
so  well,  as  to  gain  the  esteem  of  his  Lort 
and  Lady,  and  all  that  knew  him.  On< 
day  it  happened,  that  as  his  Lady 
walking  abroad  big  with  child,  she  long 
ed  for  some  fruit,  which  she  saw  in  Ju 
das's  father's  garden,  bidding  him  go  am 
buy  her  some*  fie  took  the  money,  bu 
was  resolved  to  steal  the  fruit;  and  gQ 
ing  to  the  garden,  broke  down  the  fences, 
which  as  he  was  doing,  his  father  cami 
out,  and  seizt^d  him  for  the  robbery  ;  anc 
Judas,  to  extricate  himself  from  tlie  haot 
of  justice,  murdered  his  father  upon 
spot,  and  immediately  escaped  to  1  he- 
Ua.yv*^<ty  about,  «eventy-six  le«^ue#  da# 
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:ance.    Here  he  continued  four  years, 
in  which  tim^  the  noise  of  the  murder 
)eing  blown   over,    he  returned  back 
igain,  ami  got  another  phice  in  a  Nobie- 
nan  s  family,  where  he  lived  sometime, 
ill  his  own  motlier  accidentally  seeing 
lim,  fell  in  love  with,  and  married  him. 
Ibout  five  years  after  they  Imd  been 
larried,  one  morningin  bed,  Judas's  shirt 
osom  lay  open,  when  she  saw,  under  his 
r^ft  breast,  tiie  marks  he  was  born  with  ; 
pon  which  she  waked  him  in  an  agony, 
rid  told  him  the  whole  story  of  his  birth, 
!id  the  part  she  had  dieted  therein.  Ju- 
as  heard  this  with  wonder  and  astonish- 
lent,  and  on  his  part  confessed  to  her 
le  many  crimes  he  had  been  guilty  of ; 
ter  which  she  desired  him  to  fiepart 
om  her,  and  seek  mercy  of  God  in  an- 
i«t  her  country  ;  protesting  she  would  ne- 
aii  it  be  carnally  known  to  him  any  more; 
afi  ^udas,  full  ut  grief  and  remorse  of  con- 
fence,  left  Joppa,  and  wandered  about 
:c  a  pilgrim,  tilt  he  heard  »f  a  mrj^hty 
pphti^  ca'kd  )  ESUS of  N  AZ A  RKT 


in  the  land  of  Judea,  >vho  wrouglit  man; 
nuracles,  and  wonderful  works;  to  bin 
he  went,  and  liking  his  doctrine,  anc 
seeing  his  miracles,  he  begged  of  ou 
Lard  to  be  admitted  one  of  his  foilowers 
making  him  one  of  his  discipies,  andals 
his  treasurer.    Notwithstanding  all  iim 
Judas  could  not  forget  his  covetousness 
for  when  Mary  Magdalen  brought  a  bo: 
of  costlv  ointment,  to  anoint  our  dea, 
t-ord's  feet,  at  the  house  of  Simon  tb' 
Leper,  Judas  was  oiTended  thereat,  be 
cause  the  value  thereof  was  not  put  int^ 
his  bag.    Ilut  our  Lord  knowing  his  cg 
vetous  and  wicked  heart,  sharply  rebuk. 
ed  him;  tit  which  he  w^as  so  enraged 
that  he  in  revenge  premeditated,  and  pii 
into  execution,  the  worst  action  of  ^ 
hia  life,  and  going  to  the  chief  priea^l 
»nd  elders,  he  said  unto  them,  What  vy|| 
you  give  me,  and  I  will  betray  him  thej 
ei'dW  Jesus  in  your  hands?    And  thej 
agreed  with  him  for  thirty  pieces  fl^ 
silver. 
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The  love  of  money  is  a  rock 
Which  causes  care  and  trouble, 

And  he  that  hasteth  to  be  rich. 
He  makes  his  sorrows  double. 

Money's  a  most  alluring  bait, 

Conducive  unto  evil, 
For  this  base  Judas  sold  his  God, 

Himself  unto  the  devil. 

When  our  Lord  was  instituting  his  last 
supper,  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  I  have 
:hosen  you  twelve,  but  one  of  you  is  a 
levil. — And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you 
me  of  you  this  night  shall  betray  me,  and 
le  it  is  unto  whomsoever  I  shall  give  a 
sop  ;  then  giving  a  sop  unta  Judas,  he 
;aid  unto  him.  What  thou  dost  do  quick- 
y.'— With  this  sop  the  devil  entered  into 
Judas,  and  he  vv^nt  out  from  amongst 
hem, — Judas  then  went  to  the  chief 
)riests,  and  received  the  thirty  pieces  of 
;ilver;  so  taking  with  him  an  armed 
iand,  telling  them,  that  whomsoever  he 
should  kiss,  the  same  was  he,  hold  him 


fast,  came  back  to  where  Jesus  was,  aui 
meeting  him  in  the  Garden  of  Gethse 
mane,  he  went  up  to  him,  saying,  Hail 
Master,  and  kissed  him.  Then  they  lai< 
hands  on  the  Lord,  and  bound  him  as  ; 
tliief  and  a  murderer,  and  led  him  avva; 
to  the  high  Priests  and  Elders,  \vhoaske< 
him  many  questions  ;  to  which  our  Lon 
gave  them  no  answer,  but  stood  like  i 
iamb  dumb  before  his  shearers.  Never 
theless,  the  whole  assembly,  though  the; 
found  nothing  worthy  of  death  in  I.im 
one  by  one  passed  the  following  senteii^ 
ces  on  him  :
